Legal claim over alleged hospital blunders 

MUM SUES 
OVER BIRTH 


A SEVEN-year-old boy, who was 
starved of oxygen at birth, is suing an 
Oxford health trust for hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. 

Tiago dos Santos, through his mother 
Alison, has lodged a High Court writ asking 
for compensation from Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Mrs dos Santos claims staff should have 
realised that her unborn baby was showing 
signs of distress, and should have "fast- 
bleeped" doctors. 

She has accused the trust of clinical 
negligence and alleges that had the 
youngster been born "minutes earlier" or 
had been "completely resuscitated", he 
would have been born unharmed. 

Tiago suffered brain damage and at the 
age of ten months was diagnosed with

cerebral palsy. Intellectually, Tiago is bright, 
but has restricted mobility and is confined to 
a wheelchair. He will need care for the rest 
of his life. 

Tragically, the family, of Cope Road, 
Banbury, were dealt a second blow when 
Tiago's 39-year-old father, Paulo Silva dos 
Santos, died in a road crash on the A415, 
near Ducklington, in 2006. Tiago was just 
one year old at the time. 

Ms dos Santos said: "Tiago is a beautiful 
boy with great potential. 

"He has an inquisitive mind and a sense 
of adventure. 

"This legal action will hopefully provide 
the answers to the many questions I have 


around what happened at his birth. 

"It will also ensure that we can build a 
more positive future for Tiago, where we 
don't have to rely on charity funding for 
essential equipment and therapy to unlock 
that potential." 

According to the writ, Tiago was born at 
Banbury's Horton Hospital on June 26, 2006, 
with his umbilical cord caught around his 
neck. He was not breathing and his face was 
blue. 

Mrs dos Santos, through her solicitor Dr 
Mala Sidebottom, of firm Leigh Day, is 
seeking unlimited damages of more than 
£300,000 for her son. 

Dr Sidebottom said: "This claim is being 
brought by Ms dos Santos in order that she 
might find the answers to what happened at 
Tiago's birth, as well as providing for his life¬ 
long care. 

"Any compensation would be calculated to 
his exact needs and would be kept in trust to 
provide peace of mind for his family that his 
life-long care needs would be provided for. 

"These types of cases are relatively 
complex and can take a number of years. 

"We believe that we are now in a position 
to assess what Tiago requires in the way of 
care for the rest of his life." 

A spokesman for the Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, said: "We can confirm 
that a High Court claim relating to a birth in 
2006 has been filed against the trust. 

"Because this is an ongoing legal claim, 
the trust is not in a position to comment 
further."

Tabase Ahmed, of 
Park Road, Banbury, was 
charged with attempted 
grievous bodily harm with 
intent after a driver reversed 
their car at an officer in the 
town earlier this month. He 
was also charged with 
possession of cannabis with 
intent to supply. Ahmed 
appeared at Banbury 
Magistrates' Court on 
Monday, April 28, and was 
released on bail to reappear 
at Oxford Crown Court on 
Monday.

Greenpeace protester is arrested again 


GREENPEACE protester 
Phil Ball, pictured right, 
has been released in the 
Netherlands after being 
charged with trespass. 

It was not clear when, 
or if, he and fellow 
demonstrators had been 
given a court date, but a 
Greenpeace spokesman 
said Mr Ball was on his 
way home. 

Mr Ball and other 
protesters were arrested 
in Rotterdam on 
Wednesday of last week 
when they tried to prevent 


the first oil from the Arctic 
coming to the market in 
Europe. 

As one of Greenpeace’s 
Arctic 30, the 42-year-old 
from Chipping Norton was 
held prisoner by the 
Russian authorities for 
100 days after trying to 
board a Russian oil 
platform to protest about 
drilling in the Arctic last 
year. 

This is the same oil, 
from the same rig, for 
which he was arrested 
last year.

■ Incidents included fatal motorway car crash and river-plunge drama 

999 calls are covered as 
firefighters go on strike 


FIREFIGHTERS attended 11 
emergency call-outs amid three 
strikes by Fire Brigades Union 
members from Friday to Sunday. 

The 999 calls they answered 
included helping Warwickshire crews 
with a 10.21 am accident on the M40 
southbound near Banbury on Sunday, 
in which a man died. 

On Sunday they were also called to 
Eynsham where a woman had fallen 
eight feet from a bridge on Chilbridge 
Road into a brook. 

She had got out of the water when 
they arrived and crew members 
assisted paramedics. 

The strikes were part of a national 
walk-out over Government plans for 
pay and pensions. 

The strikes were on Friday from 
noon to 5pm, Saturday from 2pm to 
2am and on Sunday from 10am to 
3pm. 

During these times, 20 of 34 county 
fire engines were available, with calls 
responded to by non-striking 
firefighters and emergency volunteers. 

Most were false alarms and there 
was a small fire involving newspaper 
at the Bretch Hill estate in Banbury. 

Local FBU chairman Mark Summers

said: "We were making a stand as part 
of the union to get fairer pensions. 

"As far as I'm concerned, this is a 
last resort. Something had to be done." 

But the Government said firefighters 
already had one of the public sector's 
most generous pension schemes and 
the FBU was "not serious" about 
finding a solution. 

The M40 collision happened 
between Junction 12 at Gaydon and 
Junction 11 at Banbury. 

The car, which was carrying two 
men and a child, left the carriageway 
and overturned into a ditch. The driver 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 

The man in the front passenger seat, 
in his 30s, had to be cut out of the car 
but had no obvious injuries, West 
Midlands Ambulance Service said. 

A girl, who the service said was 
about seven years old, was in the back 
of the car but had managed to get out 
of the vehicle by the time crews 
arrived. She was unhurt. 

They were taken to Horton General 
Hospital, Banbury. One lane was 
closed but re-opened by 3pm.

THE BBC has told Jeremy 
Clarkson, pictured, how 
seriously it views “the 
regrettable episode” that saw 
him accused of using a racist 
word. 

Last Thursday, the Top 
Gear presenter was accused 
of using the “N word” in an 
unbroadcast piece of filming 
for the show. 



Later that night, during a 
video broadcast online, he 
said that he “loathed” the 
word. 

Mr Clarkson, who lives 
near Chipping Norton, said 
he had deliberately tried not 
to use it during filming for an 
episode in which he was 
reciting “Eeny, meeny, miny, 
moe” - but it had sounded 
like he had 
afterwards. 

The BBC said in 
a statement: 
“Jeremy Clarkson 
has set out the 
background to this 
regrettable 
episode. 

“We have made it 
absolutely clear to 
him, the standards 
the BBC expects on 
air and off. 

“We have left him 
in no doubt about 
how seriously we 
view this.”

The team, who have nicknamed 
themselves Team Stranded, have spent 
five months fixing up the vehicle ahead 
of the challenging road trip. 

When they first picked up the car in 
London, it broke down and they had to 
tow the car back to Banbury. They 
have already overhauled the car's 
wheel bearings and cooling system and 
also added a series of extras for the 
trip. 

Mr Laister, who dreamed up the 
challenge, has owned several classic 
cars - including a 1989 Austin Metro 
City, a 1977 Austin 1500 and a 1982 
Austin Allegro. 

Mr Tapping added: "We went for the 
Maestro as it had higher ground 
clearance and simple mechanics. That 
hopefully means there is less to go 
wrong." 

Mr Tapping is preparing himself to 
drive the lion's share of the journey 
with his friend Mr Laister, a graphic 
design student at Coventry University.

The challenge will see them travel 
through Europe, into Turkey and then 
Georgia before driving through to 
Mongolia. 

The students will take on some of 
the world's most dangerous roads, 
including the Pamir Highway M41, 
which travels through Afghanistan, 
Uzbekistan, Tajikistan and 
Kyrgyzstan. 


Mr Tapping said: "It is very 
mountainous and very dangerous. 

"The arduous task of organising this 
trip, including sponsors, visas and 
insurance has been a lot harder than 
we thought, especially with university 
deadlines and the need to save up 
enough money through part-time jobs 
to afford to go." 

The journey of a lifetime will take 


the team anything between six to eight 
weeks to complete. They will drive off 
from Fairytale Farm - a sensory farm 
park which provides activities aimed at 
children and the disabled in Chipping 
Norton on June 14. 

The students hope to raise £1,000 for 
the charity.

Firefighters help 
out with weighty 
patient problem 


FIREFIGHTERS have been 
called to rescue overweight 
patients more than 40 times in 
Oxfordshire in just over five 
years. 

Crews have been dispatched to 
help paramedics lift obese people 
and to offer their specialist rescue 
advice and gear. 

The data, released by Oxfordshire 
County Council Fire and Rescue 
Service under the Freedom of 
Information Act, shows there were 
45 incidents between January 2009 
and March this year. 

South Central Ambulance Service 
spokesman Matt George said 
firefighters could be called to help 
the medics treat bariatric patients. 

He said: "These are patients who 
might be considered to be suffering 
from some form of obesity, but are 
requiring urgent medical attention 
and treatment. 

"Sometimes this can be to assist

us with physical access in order to 
treat the patient, and sometimes this 
can be to help us manoeuvre and 
transfer the patient to a waiting 
vehicle." 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service couldn't give an estimate of 
how much responding to the calls 
cost but assistant chief fire officer 
Simon Furlong said it was not about 
providing extra muscle. 

He said: "We do not attend for 
additional personnel. We will only 
go where our specialist equipment 
or specialist knowledge will assist 
the case. 

"We are purely there to give our 
expertise as specialist rescue." 

He added: "The fire service's 
ethos is it is there to assist people in 
distress or at risk. 

"We will only go if there is a life- 


threatening emergency, the patient is 
seriously ill or if they have suffered 
serious trauma." 

In 2010, it was reported that 
rising levels of obesity had forced 
health chiefs to convert an 
ambulance to carry overweight 
patients. 

Professor David Haslam, 
chairman of the National Obesity 
Forum, said the fire service figures 
showed more needed to be done to 
meet the needs of the changing 
population. 

He said: "We need bigger 
hospital beds and we need bigger 
stretchers. 

"There are so many reasons why 
people become obese - some of 
which are out of their control. 

"The number of morbidly obese is 
people is really going up. We need 
to be able to deal with them and 
show respect for them and treat 
them like anyone else." 


Views sought to form new council wards 


RESIDENTS in North Oxfordshire 
are being asked to help draw up 
new wards for Cherwell District 
Council. 

Following a public consultation 
exercise earlier this year, the Local 
Government Boundary Commission 
for England has announced that it is 
likely to recommend that the 
council should have 48 councillors 
in the future, two fewer than at 


present. The commission is now 
asking Cherwell residents to help 
produce the new pattern of wards 
that these councillors will 
represent. 

Commission chairman Max 
Caller said: "We are asking local 
people and organisations to help us 
draw up new wards for Cherwell. 

"As we develop the 
recommendations, we will try to 


take into account all the local 
community identities, as well as 
ensuring electoral equality for 
voters." 

Local people have until July 7, 
2014, to submit their views.

Now meet the 
clean-up brigade 

■ BLOXHAM Boys' Brigade 
collected several sacks of 
rubbish in a litter pick in 
Jubilee Park. Seven boys joined 
their three leaders in a bid to 
clean-up their village. The 
community work is part of the 
Boys' Brigade awards system. 
Leader Nick Westbury said: 
"Members of the Bloxham 
Boys' Brigade collected several 
sack loads of rubbish during a 
recent litter pick in the 
village." The boys used 
equipment provided by 
Cherwell District Council. The 
Brigade will also complete a 
litter pick in Milcombe this 
summer and plan to build a 
sensory garden at Godswell 
House, a resident care home 
in Bloxham. 

Rural patrols 

■ A FIVE-day rural crime 
operation in north Oxfordshire 
saw police carry out 29 stop 
checks and make one arrest. 
More than 40 saddles were 
also security marked in the 
operation, which ran from 
Wednesday, April 23, to 
Monday, April 28. A 63-year- 
old man was also arrested in 
Deddington at 3.20am on the 
Monday on suspicion of 
driving whilst unfit due to 
drugs or alcohol. He is now on 
police bail. Sgt Rebecca 
Fishwick said: "We will not be 
complacent and we will 
continue to actively police the 
rural areas of Banbury in order 
to disrupt and deter criminal 
activity." 

Roads verdict 

■ OXFORDSHIRE County 
Council has agreed to include 
£59m of transport 
improvements around the 
county into this year's budget. 
The schemes are part of the 
City Deal, which was signed 
by Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg in February. 


Man who injured baby escapes being sent to prison 


A MAN who admitted assaulting a 
baby has been spared jail by a 
judge in Oxford Crown Court. 

Ben O’Donovan, of Park Road, 
Banbury, pleaded guilty to causing 
actual bodily harm and assault by 
beating. 

Nigel Ogborne, prosecuting, said 
the child, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, was found to have 23 


separate injuries by a doctor. 

He told Judge Patrick Eccles that 
most were bruises, which 
O’Donovan claimed had been 
caused when he was trying to calm 
the distressed child down. 

Mr Ogborne said the injuries were 
consistent with the baby being 
gripped with “extraordinary and 
unnecessary” force. 


The barrister added that there 
was also an injury to the child’s lip, 
which could have been caused by 
holding him against something 
hard, such as a button. 

Terence Woods, defending, said 
O’Donovan had a range of 
psychological and emotional 
problems and had the “intellectual 
faculties” of a child aged between 


six and eight. Judge Eccles said in 
light of his severe learning 
difficulties and the absence of 
medical evidence disputing his 
account, he would not send 
O’Donovan to prison. 

He gave him an eight-month 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
with a supervision requirement and 
150 hours of unpaid work. 


■ Number of speeding tickets handed out to drivers has doubled 

Cameras have clawed 
in £13m over five years 


SPEED cameras are 
catching out twice as many 
drivers in Oxfordshire - 
with one site bringing in 
more than £1,100 every day 
in potential fines. 

Speeding drivers have been 
fined more than £13m in the 
last five years, after the cameras 
flashed 21 7,358 times - each 
hit representing a £60 fine. 

The Thames Valley Police 
figures, obtained through the 
Freedom of Information Act, 
show in 2013 cameras caught 
59,21 7 drivers - that is 53 per 
cent more than the 38,664 
drivers caught out in 2009. 

One mobile camera, on the 
A34 near Oxford, last year 
caught out 7,138 drivers and 
generated a potential £428,280 
in fines - the equivalent of 
£1,1 73 every day. 

Nicci Saunders, who became 
an ambassador for the road 
safety charity Brake, after her 
partner, Joe Wilkins, was killed 
on his bike in 2012, said the 
new figures showed drivers 
could not get away with

speeding. She added: "If it 
changes how somebody drives 
after they have been caught, 
then that has to be worth it." 

Drivers can avoid speeding 
fines if they opt to take a speed 
awareness course. 

Mark McArthur Christie, a 
local road safety commentator, 
claimed the rise was down to 
some speed limits being reset 
too low. 

He said: "Drivers do not 
drive to a number on the stick, 
they drive to the speed that 
feels right to them and safer for 
them on a particular road. 

"The last thing we want is 
drivers driving by numbers." 

Road safety campaigner Ted 
Dewan, a 53-year-old father-of- 
one, said it was a shame speed 
cameras were needed to slow 
drivers down and suggested that 
it would be better if roads were 
designed to keep the traffic 
calm. 

He said: "I am glad they are 
effective. 


"The only thing that 
depresses me is that they create 
a sense that it is a punishment." 

Chief Inspector Henry 
Parsons, head of the roads 
policing team, said: "The reason 
for this rise is because we are 
focusing our resources on sites 
where there are real safety risks 
or concerns have been raised 
by the community. 


"We very much hope this has 
contributed to Oxfordshire's 
roads being safer than ever." 

The county's speed cameras 
were turned off in August 2010 
to save Oxfordshire County 
council cash but turned back 
on eight months later. 

During that time 18 people 
died, compared with 12 deaths 
in the same period the year 


before, the first rise in four 
years. Nineteen people died on 
Oxfordshire roads last year 
compared to 30 in 2009. 

A county council spokesman 
said: "There is good evidence 
that measures to reduce speeds, 
including speed cameras, are 
effective in reducing the 
number and severity of 
accidents." 

Fixed penalty charges are 
£60, though some of those 
caught may avoid the fine by 
attending a speed awareness 
course, costing £95 

Speed cameras were installed 
across the Thames Valley in 
1992. 

Thames Valley Police has 
about 291 fixed cameras, 21 
red-light cameras, and 242 
mobile camera sites. 

Across the Thames Valley last 
year, 45,901 fixed penalty 
notices were paid, 55,771 
motorists chose to go on a 
drivers' awareness course, 

3,766 appeared in court, and 
12,691 of the notices were 
cancelled. Figures for 
Oxfordshire were not available.

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Cameras watch as blacksmiths recreate an Anglo-Saxon relic 


Forging history 



BLACKSMITH Stuart Makin only makes 
swords "very occasionally", so his 
commission for the Unearthing the 
Anglo Saxons TV documentary - to be 
broadcast on Sky and Virgin TV 
channels next month - provided a 
particular challenge. 

The film is the third part in the History in 
the Making series, which documents the 
Anglo-Saxon period and was commissioned 
by the Oxfordshire Museums Service. 

Mr Makin's task was to recreate a sixth- 
century sword found near Watchfield in the 
1980s, which had been forged with a 
herringbone pattern. 

The trouble was that the sword was so old

its design had eroded and much of it could 
only be detected through X-rays. 

Mr Makin, 26, of Wroxton, said: "I made a 
design that was as close to the original as I 
could." 

It took two weeks last December for him 
to use the ancient art of pattern welding, by 
which two or more different grades of steel 
are heated and twisted into patterns. 

For this particular sword, Mr Makin used 
high carbon and mild steels, with the softer 
metal dissolved by acid in order to create the 
designs. 

Mr Makin, whose company Iron Forged 
Designs is located in Brackley, caught the 
blacksmith's spark, as it were, a decade ago. 
"I saw someone giving a demonstration at 
a village fete and I wanted to 
have a go," he said. "It's the 
combination of being able to 
make things with my hands 
and there is the added art of 
design." 

The artistry - if not alchemy 
- involves "the transformation 
of what goes into the fire and 
what comes out after the 
work". 

"You don't have to be 
particularly strong, it's more 
the endurance," he said. 

Although Mr Makin has a 
BA with a blacksmithing 
major from the Hereford 
College of Arts, he said there 
were no recognised 
apprenticeships available for 
the craft. 

The documentary also 
highlighted David Joy, a 
blacksmith from Banbury, 
who was acting as an 
apprentice whilst learning 
how to pattern-weld. 

Oxfordshire filmmaker 
Sharon Woodward said that, 
even though she often 
specialised in using archival 
material, she had learned a lot 
during the making of the trio 
of documentaries. 

She said: "These people are 
so passionate about crafting."

ROGUE traders who try 
to scam victims with 
leaflet drops are the 
target of a new 
crackdown. 

Anyone who gets a 
suspicious advert through 
their door is encouraged to 
drop it off in one of 85 
"scamnesty" boxes being 
placed around the county, 
as part of National Scams 
Awareness Month. 

The illicit post will then 
be used by council trading 
standards teams to better 
understand how these 
criminals operate. 

The manager of the 
Oxfordshire trading 
standards service, Richard 
Webb, said: "We want to 
highlight tactics used by 
unscrupulous rogue traders. 

"One of the ways to crack 
down on scammers 
attempting to fleece money 
out of people through the 
post is to give residents a 
place where they can dump 
these unwanted letters. 

"I hope that householders 
will take advantage of the 
scam mail boxes that will be 
placed in libraries, Citizens 
Advice Bureaux, health and 
wellbeing centres and other 
buildings this month and 
dump the letters which are 
purely designed to con 
people out of their money. 

"We will collect all the

letters posted in the 
'scamnesty' boxes and, by 
sharing our results with 
those from other parts of the 
country, we will get a much 
clearer picture of the scale 
of the problem and how to 
tackle it." 

The move comes after it 
was revealed last month that 
doorstep criminals 
scamming Oxfordshire 
residents had hit a seven- 
year high. 

Fraudsters scammed at 
least £864,000 in 627 
incidents between April last 
year and March this year. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council's trading standards 
team and county Citizens 
Advice Bureaux are working 
together over this month in 
a bid to raise awareness of 
the problem. 

The month will also see 
information stalls set up 
across the county to spread 


word of the threat. 

David Soward, a co¬ 
ordinator from Oxfordshire's 
Consumer Empowerment 
Partnership, said: "Scammers 
try to target potential victims 
in a variety of ways, whether 
that be via post, over the 
telephone, on the doorstep 
or online. 

"Often they focus on the 
elderly, with sophisticated 
cons such as posing as a 
bank or a phone company." 

He added: "People 
regularly come to us with 
heart-breaking stories about 
con artists taking their 
money. So, it's important 
that people know what to 
look out for and what they 
can do. 

"Anyone who is unsure 
about someone asking for 
their financial details should 
check with someone they 
trust and report anything 
that sounds dodgy to their 
local Citizens Advice 
Bureau."

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Well-worn film genre 
gets a shot in the arm

S pur-of-the-moment actions 
speak louder than carefully 
chosen words in Jeremy 
Saulnier's impeccably crafted 
second feature. 

Indeed, when the bedraggled 
hero of Blue Ruin is finally put on 
the spot and forced to justify his 
actions, he apologises for his poor 
articulation and squirms, 
marinading in the sweat of his 
mounting discomfort. 

From its striking opening shot of 
a man languishing in a bath, 
Saulnier's revenge thriller 
establishes a deceptively slow and 
steady pace that belies the nerve- 
shredding tension beneath the 
surface. 

Once the first drop of blood is 
spilt - and it's a stomach-churning 
spray of glossy claret - we're 
completely in the writer-director's 
vice-like grip, unable to take our 
eyes from the screen as his tense 
game of cat and mouse reaches its 
shocking yet emotionally satisfying 
denouement. 

The lean 90-minute running time 
is perfectly judged - any longer and 
our nails would be gnawed down to 
the cuticle. 

Macon Blair delivers a riveting 
central performance as homeless 
drifter Dwight, who lives in a rusted 
blue Pontiac parked down by the 


beach. He scrounges for scraps of 
discarded food in dumpsters and 
occasionally breaks into vacant 
homes to savour a splash of hot 
running water. 

One unremarkable morning, 
Dwight is shepherded into the local 
police station where Officer Eddy 
(Sidne Anderson) delivers some dire 
news. 

"He's going to be released," she 
says solemnly. 

It transpires that Will Cleland 
(David W Thompson), the man who 
is serving time for murdering 
Dwight's parents, is poised to re- 
emerge into the outside world. 

Eddy's revelation shakes Dwight 
out of his self-pitying fug. 

He tidies his appearance and 
drives back to West Virginia to wait 
nervously outside the prison and 
watch as Will emerges from 
incarceration into the care of his 
mother Kris (Eve Plumb). 

Dwight's quest to dole out what 
he perceives as justice to Will and 
his hillbilly brethren imperils 
Dwight's estranged sister Sam (Amy 
Hargreaves) and her two children. 

Thankfully, old school pal Ben 
(Devin Ratray) has a stash of 
firearms and some pithy words of 
wisdom about killing in cold blood. 

"No big speeches," he advises. 
"You point the gun, you shoot the 
gun." 

Anchored by a tour-de-force 
central performance by Blair, whose 
mournful stare instantly curries our 
sympathy, Blue Ruin breathes new 
life into a well-worn genre. 

Flashes of macabre humour, 
reminiscent of the early Coen

J ust when you thought the family 
hatchback could not get any 
more sophisticated and upmar- 
t someone comes along to prove 
you wrong. 

This time the company raising its 
game is Peugeot with the 308, which 
while sporting the same name as its 
predecessor, is a new car on a new 
chassis and has just been voted 
2014 Car of the Year. 

Slightly wider, shorter and lower, 
the new car has a longer wheelbase 
and, vitally, weighs about 140kg less 
than the old one. 

The weight-loss programme 
comes courtesy of an aluminium 
bonnet and front wings, aluminium 
suspension components and a com¬ 
posite boot floor. The tailgate, too, is 
made of a plastic composite. 

Peugeot Citroen's new platform 
first featured in the second incarna¬ 
tion of the Citroen C4 Picasso, but 
here it is tweaked to shorten it and 
improve the car's dynamic perform¬ 
ance. Priced from £14,495, the 308 
is sleeker than its predecessor, with a 
sporty, shallow rear window and, on 
the top-of-the-range test model, a set 
of full LED headlights. 

Inside, like the 208 and 2008, the 
308 has a small, low-set steering 
wheel, with instruments housing 
classy red and chrome needles. 

Most striking in the cabin is the 


lack of switches and buttons, all 
done away with courtesy of a whop¬ 
ping 9.7-inch touchscreen that con¬ 
trols most functions through no 
fewer than seven menu-driven pads. 

All models come with an electric 
parking brake, which works seam¬ 
lessly as it disengages without hav¬ 
ing to be touched. 

The test model, in Feline trim, has 
superbly comfortable half Alcantara 
sports seats and optional electric 
adjustment includes a variable mas¬ 
sage function. Other classy features 
range from keyless entry, panoramic 
glass roof and dynamic cruise con¬ 
trol to a reversing camera and an 
emergency collision warning and 
braking system. 

There is a wide range of engines 
available and the test model's 
turbocharged 1.6-litre engine deliv¬ 
ers a punchy 156 horsepower, while 
delivering a quiet ride. 

The suspension set-up soaks up

Young drivers admit to breaking the law 


THIRTY per cent of young drivers 
(aged 18-25) admit to breaking 
the law during their first few 
years on the road, according to 
a poll by Vision Critical and 
road safety charity the Institute 
of Advanced Motorists (IAM). 

Despite spending many weeks 
learning to pass the test, a 
majority (68 per cent) of 
younger drivers feel that they 
need to improve and 25 per 
cent admit to crashing. 

These are backed up by official 
figures which show that: 

# A fifth of people killed or 

seriously injured in a reported 
road accident in Great Britain 


during 2012 were involved in a 
collision where at least one of
